Washington, June 1.—The supreme 


court of the United States was today 
the scene ot the arraignment of six 
men before Us bar, which was an un- 
precedented 
spectacle in this, the 


highest tribunal in the nation. 


The prisoners consisted of former 


Sheriff Joseph F. Shipp. of Hamilton 
county, Tenn., and his jailer deputy. 
Jeremiah Gibson, and Luther Wil- 
liams, Nick Nolan, Henry Padgett and 
Wm. Mayse, all of Chattanooga. 


The court today postponed the pass- 


ing of sentence to permit the prison- 
ers to file petitions for a re-hearing. 
The cases therefore go over until next 
term, the prisoners remaining out on 
bond. 


Had Been Found Guilty. 


They are. the men who a week ago 


were found guilty by the court on the 
charge of contempt in permitting and 
participating in the lynching In 1905 
of a negro named Ed. Johnson after 
the supreme court had granted per- 
mission to him to bring his case to the 
supreme court on appeal. 
He had 


been found guilty of the crime of rape 
and was under sentence to be hanged. 


The granting of the appeal acted as 


a writ of supersedeas, and when the 
fact of this action became known in 
Chattanooga, where Johnson was in 
Jail, and when the further fact that it 
would cause a postponement of the 
execution if Indeed It might not en- 
tirely prevent It, dawned on the peo- 
ple of that city, there was considerable 
excitement, which culminated during 
the night following in a mob taking 
Johnson from jail and hanging him. 


Act of Flagrant Ciontempt.

as one of flagrant contempt and Im-

President Roosevelt with the result 
that he placed the matter in the hands

It Is also proposed to establish a 


branch of the government weather 
bureau In the building, an appropria- 
tion of $15.000 ut the last session of 
congress having been made for the 
establishment of such service in Fort 
Wayne. 


It Is proposed to put this amount of 


money into the larger building If an ap- 
propriation can be obtained. Repre- 
sentative Cllne will Introduce a bill 
along this line in the near future.

"There was no necessity for the 


1907. panic. That panic was directly 
caused by the extraordinary decision 
and the general atltude prevailing at 
the time against the railroads and cor- 
porations generally.

It has frequently happened, even in 


the older and more slowly developing 
states, that it has taken a long time 
to fix the permanent capital, and not a 
few that have long submitted to a giv- 
en location would make a new selec- 
tion were it not for the expense in- 
volved. It 'is not strange, therefore, 
that the new and ambitious state of 
Oklahoma should regard tho question 
of a permanent seat of government as 
one of commanding importance. Peti- 
tions are being circulated in Oklahoma 
City for a law to locate the permanent 
capital and for an amendment to that 
part of tjie statehood enabling act.that 
leaves it at Guthrie until 1913. The 
movers in the new plan desire that the 
question shall be ^yoted on at the elec- 
tion of 1910, or preferably at a special 
election called earlier in that year. 


Oklahoma, Shawnee and' Guthrie are 


nominated as candidates for this dig- 
nity, though any other town, by a peti- 
tion signed by 5,000 qualified electors 
must be given a place on the ballot, a 
plurality of the votes cast to decide the 
choice.

Which ever is successful 
must locate the capitol building on a 
tract of 2,000 acres within a radius of 
five miles of the'town designated as 
the permanent capital. The bulk of 
this land Is to be sold by the state and 
the proceeds used toward the erection 
of the capitol building. Emphasis is 
given to the home market idea, for the 
material of this building must be of 
granite or marble quarried In tho state. 


This, like many other ways in which 


Oklahoma has asserted her new au- 
thority, shows that she has original 
methods. A state so new, in the in- 
dustrial as well as the civic sense, can 
hardly be qualified to determine in- 
fallibly as yet the best place for plant- 
ing the seat of government 
Guthrie 


hopes to retain it and Oklahoma City 
to get it while several others have 
their ambitions aroused. 
Should the 


latter of whit seems.to be the'princi- 
pal rivals be successful, it would be 
the first instance where the name of 
the state and its capital city were iden- 
tical. Indianapolis comes pretty near 
it but only by the mixing of two lan- 
guages.—Bbston Transcript.

Marshall's Policy in 


Appointments.

Washington, June 1.—A tempest in a 


teapot has been created here by an in- 
terview attributed to Governor Mar- 
shall, in which he is quoted as out- 
lining his policy in regard to,appoint- 
ments and as declaring his intention of 
appointing republicans to office where 
he believed the interest ''of • the public 
service could best be promoted by 
naming republicans. 


The ' governor's quoted utterance as 


contained in a Fort Wayne newspaper 
fell 'in the 
hands -of some southern 


congressmen and they have proceeded 
to raise a good deal of a fuss over it. 
They are urging it against him in con- 
nection with the discussion of the next 
democratic nomination for the presi- 
dency and are declaring with vigor 
that they do not believe a democratic 
;overnor should go outside of his party 
and name republicans for office. They 
are' pointing out that if Mr. Marshall 
should be elected president and should 
carry this policy into force in the 
south he would find a lot of trouble on 
his hands. 


These southern members called on 


democratic congressmen from Indiana 
today to express their. disapproval of 


overnor 
Marshall's 
policy. 
They 


could not see why, for example, a dem- 
ocratic governor should bo willing to 
retain a republican at the head of the 
great state 
institutions when there 


must be some democrat in Indiana who 
is capable of filling the job. 


Explanation is" Made. 


It was • suggested to tho southerners 


by one Indiana congressman that per- 
haps the democrats of the south were 
not sufficiently in toucli with tho In- 
diana situation to ' form an unbiased 
judgment as to Governor Marshall's 
policy. 
They were informed that Dr. 


Edenharter, the democratic superin- 
tendent of the Central Hospital for the 
Insane, has weathered many republi- 
can administrations, and this also was 
a.surprise to them. One southern con- 
gressman 
was 
not . convinced, and 


stated with emphasis that after learn- 
ing of Governor Marshall's policy he 
could not support the Indiana execu- 
tive "for president or for any other 
office."

Booker Washington Reveals 


Secret Oil Magnate 


Desired Kept. 


New York, June 1.—Booker T. Wash- 


ington reveals the fact that for many 
years H. H. Rogers aided In the support 
of scores of schools In the south. The 
Standard Oil Man asked Mr. Washington 
to act as his almoner, and Insisted that 
his benefactions be kept secret. In giving 
an account of this unknown phase of Mr. 
Rogers' activities Mr. Washington said: 


"The first time I ever met Mr. Rogers 


was in this manner. About fifteen years 
ago a large meeting was held in Mndlson 
Square Garden concert hall to obtain 
funds for tho Tuskegee Institute. 
Mr. 


Rogers, attended the meeting, but came 
late, and as the auditorium was crowded 
he could not get a soat. Ho stood In the 
back part of the hall, however, and lis- 
tened to the speuklng. 


"The next morning I received a tele- 


gram from- him asking, me to call at his 
office. When I entered he remarked that 
he had been present at-the meeting the 
night previous and expected the 'hat to 
be passed.' but as that was not done he 
wanted to 'chip in' something,. Thereupon 
ha handed mo ten $1,000 bills for the 
Tuskegee Institute. In doing this h« Im- 
posed only one condition, that tho gift 
should be mentioned to no one. 


Made Gifts In Currency. 


'I cannot' now recall the number of 


times that he has helped us. but In doing 
so he always Insisted that his name be 
never used. He seemed to enjoy making 
gifts in currency. 


"As I grew to know llr. Rogers better 


his Interest in. the education of the south 
grew and went beyond Tu.skegee. At one 
time lie guve me a considerable sum to be 
used in'helping smaller Industrial schools 
In the south. In this way, ho aided, I re- 
call, about ten such schools in a year. 
None of these schools ever knew, how- 
ever, the source of the gifts which they 
received. 


"About four years ago ho asked me to 


lay out a scheme by which, through .a 
period of years, he could systematically 
help a number of small rural schools In

Steindel trio—was a chorus of mixed 
voices that in efficient work of all parts 
displayed better than anything else 
the gradual improvement in musical 
endeavor and musical taste in Fort 
Wayne. Just here it may be added 
that the men who have united their 
efforts in. male chorus work for two 
seasons showed the 
fruits 
of their 


work'" in tho chorus singing of "The 
Swan and the Skylark." While to a 
certain extent the same is true of the 
women's chorus, it is not so remarka- 
ble. 
The women have always been 


more determined in effort, more will- 
Ing to rehearse, but there has never 
been so pleasing a balancing of parts 
as In this festival chorus, where under 
the directi9n of Prof. William Miles 
there was such evident appreciation on 
the part of the chorus members, of tho 
beauty of the work and the desire to 
interpret it in good taste.

comes out about seventy or eighty dol- 
lars ahead. 


Orchestral music, such as the Thom- 


as orchestra gave the audience on Sat- 
urday, havo been altogether too rare in 
occurrence in Fort Wayne. Many peo- 
ple have been frank in saying that they 
had little or no appreciation of great 
orchestral -compositions. Yet it was 
apparent on Saturday afternoon, dur- 
•ing every number that the orchestra 
played, that the audience was enjoying 
the music. It was true of the opening 
number, it was more true of the Schu- 
bert symphony, which was probably 
more familiar. The symphonic poem 
by Bruneau, the waltz by Glazounow 
and the rhapsody by Charbrier were 
not familiar to only such people as get 
to Chicago or still farther away to hear 
concerted music frequently.

No matter how busy 
ho was or how much his name was being 
bandied about in public controversies In 
which ho was often misunderstood and 
often abused, 'he always had time and 
seemed glad to see me and ho always 
seamed very happy to take time to hear 
my report of the progress-of the work he 
was aiding. 


"Only a few days before Mr. Rogers 


died I had an extended interview. with 
him in his office;- when he arranged for 
me to make a-trip over His new Virginia 
railway, for the purpose of studying con- 
ditions of the negroes along the route and 
of devising some means by '.which he 
might assist them In their education and 
In the development of their agricultural 
life. It seemed to me that ho was quite 
as much interested In the possibility of 
helping tho people along tho lino of his 
railroad as ho was ol completing the 
railroad itself." 


Charlotte Shaw, in calling attention to 


another policy of Mr. Rogers, said: 


"In all that has been written about 


H. H. Rogers, nothing has been said of 
his high regard of the value of the femin- 
ine brain In the business world. He sur- 
rounded himself with women clerks ex- 
clusively, and the salaries drawn by the 
employes of the department devoted to 
his private interests were the most at- 
tractive, probably, in ths financial district 
for similar services."

The Anarchist and Others. 


"But while it is true that we should- 


give attention to the aijarchlst and 
his principles, we must not forget that 
every crowned head of Europe and of 
the orient and every man and woman 
of the 'royal blue,' and every believer 
that all men are not created equal 
would shout and applaud the downfall 
of this republic. 


"And hence It is just as Important 


for us to watch and protect our forms 
of government from the monarchies of 
the old -world as It is to protect our- 
selves from the lawlessness of the an- 
archist. 


"Standing 
here 
today 
near 
the 


graves of many of our fallen comrades 
I can truthfully say that were the fact 
telegraphed and cablegramed to the 
old worlds that at this moment our 
republic had failed 
every 
crowned 


head in Europe, Asia and if there be 
any In Africa would deeply rejoice at 
our downfall. 


"I call attention to the fact that 


England's 'great liberal statesman,' a 
man who was known the world over 
as the 'great commoner,' 'the Hon. Wil- 
liam E. Gladstone, was opposed to 
the doctrine that all men are created 
equal. 


The Gladstone View. 


'In an able article from his pen 


published In the September-October, 
1878, 
number of the North American 


Review speaking of the equality of 
man, said: 


• 'The English people are not be- 
lievers in equality; they do not, with 
the famous declaration of July 4, 
1776, 
think it to be a self-evident 


truth that all men are born equal. 
They hold rather the reverse of that 
proposition. At any rate, in'pnic- 
tice they, are what I may call de>. 
termined inequaiitarians; 
nay, in 


- some cases, even -without knowing 
it 
Their natural tendency from the 


very base of British society 
all 


through all its strongly built grada- 
tions is to look upward: they are 
not apt 
to 'untune degree.' ' The 


sovereign Is the highest height of 
the system; is, in that system, like 


. Jupiter among the Roman gods, first 


without a second. 


" 'Not. like Mount Blanc, with 


•rivals in his neighborhood, but like 
Ararat or Etna, towering alone and 
unapproachable. 
The 
step down- 


ward from the king to the second 
person In the realm is not like that 
from the second to the third; it is 
more even than a stride, for it tra- 
verses a gulf. It is the wisdom of 
'the British constitution to lodge the 


personality ot its chief so high that 
none shall under any circumstances 
be tempted to vie, or to dream of 
vying -with It. The office, however 
Is not confused, though it is asso- 
ciated with the person, and the ele- 
vation of official dignity In the mon- 
arch of these realms has now for a 
testing period worked well in con- 
junction with the limitation of mere- 
ly personal power. 
In the face of 


the country the sovereign and the 
ministers are an absolute unit.' 
. "Tou -will observe, comradea and fel- 
low citizens, how important It is for 
us to hold fast to the teachings of the 
fathers of 1776. 


Need Deoper Patriotism. 


Judge Hench referred to tho fact 


that certain alleged Americans of 
wealth seek to decry our form of gov- 
ernment and to bring our. country and 
our countrymen into contempt and 
continuing he said: 
! 


"It is only a few years ago that th« 


question first came up in the Grand 
Army of the Republic whether 
the 


post* of said army should have an of- 
ficer to be called the patriotic instruc- 
tor. 
At first I -was inclined to think 


that the appointment fit an officer or 
that kind In our posts would be Inex- 
pedient; but I gave the matter due 
consideration and I finally came to the 
conclusion that it was an office. 
If 


properly conducted, which would be of 
great benefit to the Grand Army, and 
especially to the 
rising generation 


coming under the Influence of said In- 
structor. 


'But honor bright don't you think 


we need a patriotic instructor to go 
among that class of Americans who 
denounce the 'Star Spangled Banner/ 
in order to teach them true patriotism, 
so that in the future they will not dis- 
grace themselves and their country by 
attempting to toady to the royal and 
titled classes of the old world. 


'However, in the intereet of truth, 


we must admit that there ha» grown 
up In some of our educational Institu- 
tions, especially In the eastern part of 
our country and in the middle west, 
a tendency to exalt the to-called Brit- 
ish constitution and deride our form of 
government which in my opinion la 
o.nly a little Itss than treason: and It 
may be that this departure from true 
patriotism is what leads to disrespect 
of patriotic songs like the 'Star Spang- 
led Banner.' 


"The truth should be rurU*r stated, 


that the fourth verse of that excellent, 
soul-stirring patriotic song has not 
been sung in many 
of our colleges, 


seminaries and public gathering* of our" 
people for many years. 


One Local Instanc*. 


"On the 12th day of last February 


when we commemorated the centen- 
nial of the birth of Abraham Lincoln 
at the Library hall In this city the 
beautiful young girl who sang tho 
'Star Spangled Banner' • omitted the 
fourth verse from tho song and yet 
that verse was published with 
the 


other versos in the program of exer- 
cises for that day. 


"No ono will blame that child for 


omitting the fourth vorse but it only 
allows and tends to •show 
how 
the 


school children of a country may b« 
misled and corrupted by false teach- 
ers. 
Tho omission of said 
fourth 


stanza from the 'Star Spangled Ban- 
ner' was commencing to bring our 
state and nation into contempt, and 
the legislature of this state at its ses- 
sion of 1909, having knowledge of such 
fact, enacted a law. which was ap- 
proved by Governor Marshall, direct- 
ing and requiring the «tate hoard of 
education to provide for the singing of 
the 'Star 
Spangled 
Banner' in the 


schools of Indiana. 


"The fourth verse of the anthem to 


which I have alluded was Intended as 
a severe blow to the enemies of our 
country during the war that we were 
engaged In with the British govern- 
ment In 1812, that being the second 
war that had been declared against ua 
by that foreign power. 


"Let us remember, and let our school 


children know, that an invidious for- 
eign monarchy struck at our liberties 
and our form of government twice 
within a short time, and that we must 
be 'vigilant and oppose every innova- 
tion on our .republican form of gov- 
ernment, whether made by un-patri- 
otic American citizens or the titled 
emissaries of the monarchs of the old 
world, for it is our duty as true Amer- 
icans to see, in the language of Abra- 
ham Lincoln, 'that government of the 
people, by the people, for the people 
shall not perish from the earth.'"

CAN SEE NEW COMET 


JUST AFTER SUNSET 


New York. June 1.—A new 


comet, which !s flying through 
space at the rate of many mil- 
lion miles a minute, may be seen 
by the naked eye just after sun- 
set any evening; on the south- 
west horizon, according to Ed- 
ward Fairfax Naulty. an astron- 
omer, who has confirmed the 
discovery of the comet last week 
by Prof. R. Brooks, of Hobart 
college.

Mr. Naulty says that the new 


comet Is speeding toward the 
sun and should be visible for a 
number of days yet. Because of 
the direction of the comet's 
flight and the relative position 
of the earth. Its head Is not 
visible, but Mr. Xaulty and Pro- 
fessor Brooks say that Its tall, 
which Is several million miles In 
length, can be clearly detected.
